ages for four crewmen'wounded 
by shells.

Early diagnosis, before it Is too 


late to save life, is one of the 
great, unfinished goals in cancer 
and this report of a new method 
was made to the third international 
cancer congress today by Doctors E. 
E. L. Pfeiffer and George P. Miley, 
of Philadelphia. 


The steam from the two cups 


turned to frost on the window, but 
strange to say the shapes of the two 
frost patterns were not the same. 
Doctor Mlley noticed this axid asked 
himself if it might be possible-that 
frost patterns of blood, from can- 
cerous and healthy humans, would 
also be different. 


That was 14 years ago, in his boy- 


hood home in Basle, Switzerland 
when he was 25. It has taken 14 
years and work on two continents 
to get the answer. For blood does 
not "frost." 


But when It is mixed with copper 


sulfatc. the copper forms a green 
crystal "frost" pattern on the sur- 
face of a glass dish. And the blood 
midifics the shape of this pattern 
Tliis is what Doctor Pfeiffer todaj 
showed the cancer experts 
fron 


many countries. 


A tiny droplet of healthy blood 


mixed with the copper causes form- 
ation of a shape like a palm-leaf 


But an equally tiny droplet of 


human cancerous blood makes a 
•-frost" pattern dotted 
with little 


bow-tie forms.

and done in all past ages. We want them to live in a 
world so large and so fine that they will never be nar- 
row or petty or selfish. 


The second aim of our educational system is to pro- 


vide our country with well-trained young men and 
young women who will be able to bear and share the 
responsibilities of citizenship. Sharpened faculties, 
enriched by broad contacts, will furnish our" country 
with better citizens just in proportion as our system 
of education seeks to ennoble each task and render 
sacred each assignment. 


As I survey world conditions, I cannot but feel that 


there has been a vital lack in the educational programs 
of the world. If it is the purpose of education to pro- 
duce men and women who will build wisely and live 
sanely, there has most certainly been a serious defect. 


I wonder if we are not guilty of omitting that part 


of education which promotes honesty, a high standard 
of value, ennobling moral visions, and deeper loyalties 
in life. 


Many years ago, a distinguished American scientist 


left a little paragraph scribbled in his own hand. In 
.searching through his desk, loved ones found it. I 
should like to quote it at this time for it agrees so per- 
fectly with my own conviction: "Some day people will 
learn that material things do not bring happiness and 
are of little use in making men and women creative 
and powerful. Then the scientists of the world will 
turn their laboratories over to the study of God and 
prayer and the spiritual forces which as yet have 
hardly been scratched. 
When that day comes, the 


world will see more advancement in one generation 
than it has seen in the past four." 


In this wise observation Charles P. Steinmetz, one 


of the greatest of all the scientists of America, has 
left something which should challenge every Amer- 
ican. Religion is as vital to educatipn as it is to life. 
Conditions in the world at large arc but a reflec- 
tion of the inner confusion existing in individual heads 
and hearts. 


As we turn ourselves to school days. I could con- 


ceive of nothing which would mean more for the fu- 
ture of our beloved country than that we endeavor 
to promote a type of education which is definitely 
Christian. We will never have a better world until 
that world is made up of better men and better women. 
Knowledge is power only wheri~that knowledge is re- 
enforced by Christian character.

The second aim of our educational system is to pro­ 


vide our country with well-trained young men and 
young women who will be able to bear and share the 


responsibilities of citizenship. 
Sharpened 
faculties, 
enriched by broad contacts, will furnish our country 
with better citizens just in proportion as our system 
of education seeks to ennoble each task and render 
sacred each assignm ent. 


As I survey world conditions, I cannot but feel that 
there has been a vital lack in the educational program s 


of the world. 
If it is the purpose of education to pro­ 


duce men and women who will build wisely and live 
sanely, there has most certainly been a serious defect. 
I wonder if we are not guilty of omitting that part 
of education which promotes honesty, a high standard 


of value, ennobling moral visions, and deeper loyalties 
in life. 


M any years ago. a distinguished Am erican scientist 
left a little paragraph scribbled in his own hand. 
In 


searching through his desk, loved ones found it. 
I 
should like to quote it at this time for it agrees so per­ 
fectly with m y own conviction: “ Some day people will 


learn that material things do not bring happiness and 
are of little use in making men and women creative 


and powerful. 
Then the scientists of the world will 
turn their laboratories over to the study of God and 
prayer and the spiritual forces which as yet have 


hardly been scratched. 
W hen that day comes, the 
world will see more advancement in one generation 
than it has seen in the past four.” 


In this wise observation Charles P. Steinmetz, one 
of the greatest of all the scientists of A m erica, has 
left something which should challenge every A m er­ 


ican. 
Religion is as vital to education as it is to life. 
Conditions in the world at large are but a reflec­ 
tion of the inner confusion existing in individual heads 


and hearts. 
As we turn ourselves to school days, I could con­ 
ceive of nothing which would mean m ore for the fu­ 
ture of our beloved country than that we endeavor 


to promote a type of education which is definitely 
Christian. 
W e will never have a better world until 
that world is made up of better men and better women. 


Knowledge is power only when that knowledge is re­ 
enforced by Christian character.
